The rash from all parts of Italy to. Rome con- 


‘tinnes,.and thousands born and grown up to 


manhood in this country, aré-secing the famous 
eity for the first time. ‘I had for companions, on 
my last visit to Rome, three members of the 
Italian Chamber of Deputies, making their first 
‘wisit, and their jack of knowleage of many 
things connécted with travel, seeméd like that of 
‘very young people setting off on their first voy- 
age. I answered a hundred questions, and tried 
to serve as ginde. This wanderer ffom'a country 
four thousand .milés away, who ‘had been to 
Rome more: than a dozen times): was looked 
upon as a wonder. The Italians have learned 
more of their own country in the past ten years 
than for half a century before, and the new spirit 
of curiosity and means of intercourse must 
add rapidly to their ‘knowledge.
